MICRO: VERY SMALL BUILDINGS 
By Ruth Slavid 
Laurence King Publishers, 2007 


When it comes to anniversary gifts, 
every woman knows that good things 
come in small packages- preferably 
pale blue boxes with the words 
Tiffany and Co. printed on top. In 

the world of architecture, it's the 
small packages that often captivate. 


Most buildings are terribly 
complicated things. Office buildings, 


schools, and courthouses, for example, 


need to accommodate and separate 
different activities; they require 
hallways and elevators to ease access 
to these activities as well as heating 
and cooling to keep their inhabitants 
comfortable. Architects are good at 


resolving these complex requirements. 


But if you're looking for a piece of 
architecture that's cohesive, pure, 
and free from compromise . . . well, 
you d best limit your search to small 
and mono-functional buildings. 
Think bus stop, not bus terminal. 


Micro, a timely portfolio of tiny 
architectural morsels from around 
the planet, is itself a neatly compact 
volume clad front and back with 
a thick chunk of gray matte-board 
(the kind architects use to make 
models). Yes, bus stops are included, 
as well as camping structures, saunas, 
meditation spaces, public toilets, 
bandstands, pavilions, and a goodly 
number of “micro-dwellings.” The 
structures are not just well designed; 
they also stir questions about what 
a building is. Why construct a room 
when you can inflate one? Can a 
house be made out of cardboard? 
Why evoke a birch forest on an eight- 
foot-wide strip of land in downtown 
Tokyo? Then again, if you feel the 
need to ask why, you are not Micro's 
target audience. This funky little 
chunk of ideas is for those who ask, 
"Why not?"

Finland may have given the world 
saunas and Nokia telephones and 
the composer Jean Sibelius, but it 
keeps for itself the summer villa. 
In a sparsely populated country 
where most live in a few cities 
near the southern tip, Finns take 
advantage of their short but night- 
less summers by retreating to part- 
time family residences on one of 
the country's many lakes or islands 
(both numbering in the hundreds 
of thousands). 


Finnish architects, renowned for 
integrating their cultural adoration 
of natural settings with modern 
design, have happily contributed 
to this national pastime. Finnish 
Summer Houses catalogs the 
self-commissioned designs of 

20 architects- including influential 
heavyweights Alvar Aalto, Eliel 
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Saarinen, and Juhani Pallasmaa— 
from the past century. The gorgeous 
photography is mixed with just the 
right amount of original architectural 
drawings and brief, informative text. 
There's enough information to gain 
some insight into each architect's 
talent, tastes, and lifestyle, but 

not enough to distract you from 
daydreaming of your own perfect 
modern refuge in the woods.

RIDING SHOTGUN 


By Tom DeAngelo, FAIA 


The road trip, and the heightened sense of 
new possibilities it engenders, is an apt metaphor 


for the architect-client relationship 


Someone interesting calls you up, asks you if you want to go on an expedition, offers to drive and 
pay the way, and shares his or her thoughts as you draw pictures and make things up. When the trip 
is over, your travel mate drops you off at your doorstep and gives you a few bucks to hopefully get 
you through to your next trip. 


This someone is the architect's client. Clients are fundamental to the practice of architecture, 

and taking advantage of the opportunity to engage them as we do our work is one of the sunniest 
pleasures of practice. Whether the client is an individual homeowner, a committee, or a complex 
public agency or corporation, the opportunity is basically the same. Clients are a natural resource 
for architects. 


Nowadays, the expedition more often takes place on a bus, as architecture increasingly adapts to 
broader points of view and increased specialization. On some journeys you find yourself at the back 
of the bus, distanced from the client by an assortment of managers or interpreters employed in part 
to make sure everyone gets back on the bus in time. If you're a young architect, this is naturally 
where you often find yourself, occasionally glimpsing the driver and doing your best to obey the 
interpreters. On these trips, never pass up a chance to meet directly with the client. Early in my own 
career, brief encounters with Seymour Cray of Cray Research and Medtronic cofounder Earl Bakken 
provided great inspiration and gave me confidence in my work.

Axial Geometry The park is extraordinarily simple. "It's a cross 
pattern of walkways with a central space and focal point,” explains 
landscape architect William Sanders, who oversaw the area's 1970s 
renaissance. The straight walkways line up on the streets that enter 
the neighborhood. This geometry leads the eye through the space 
and to icons within and outside the neighborhood: the central 
fountain, the James J. Hill House, and the Mississippi River bluffs. 


Layers of Planting Despite hard times between 

the 1890s and the area's renaissance in the 1970s, 
the bur oaks in the square have remained. This upper 
canopy is now complemented by smaller trees that 
provide color, and shrubs that edge the central space, 
creating a smaller room within the park. These layers 
of plantings enclose the space and add interest.

Irvine Park, St. Paul 


The Irvine Park neighborhood is located just west of downtown St. Paul between 
West Seventh and the Mississippi River. It was originally platted in the 1850s. 

The park itself, a Victorian square studded with majestic bur oaks, is the heart 

of an enclave whose buildings trace more than a century of architectural history. 
The park was renovated, true to its original layout, in the 1970s in the midst of 

a total refurbishing of the entire residential square, and it has changed little since. 
Through 150 years, whenever demolition was threatened, the public rallied 

to preserve Irvine Park. Why? Well, it has great history, but people also feel it's just 
a nice place to be. So what about its design is pulling at everyone's heartstrings?

Painting the lown 


A local artist creates highly 
distinctive watercolors 
of architectural milieux 


Review the resumés of some of the best 
architectural illustrators and photographers in 
Minnesota—digital artist Les Chylinski, for example, 
or longtime Architecture Minnesota photographer 
Don Wong—and you'll often discover a background 
in architecture. The same holds true for watercolorist 
Jerry Ohm, who studied architecture and landscape 
architecture before transitioning to his current craft. 
Why this migration to the brush or camera? The 
Skill sets and interests of those who have made the 
move are surely the leading explanation, but after 
visiting Jerry Ohm's workspace—an oasis of calm in 
the bustling office of Elness Swenson Graham (ESG) 
Architects, where Ohm has worked since 1994— 

we wonder if the appeal of working alone might 

be another. 


You may have seen an Ohm watercolor in your 

office or at a community meeting on a neighborhood 
building project. (Although Ohm is based at ESG, 

he does work for other architecture firms in 
Minnesota and around the country.) His renderings 
are conceptual yet highly detailed glimpses into 


Eee a M——— 


what could be, and his process is an interesting 

one. If the architect has yet to create drawings or 
SketchUp (Google software) models for a given 
project, Ohm will sit in on architect-client meetings 
and sketch as he listens. His Washington Boulevard 
renderings, created for the Mayor's Great City Design 
Teams endeavor (see coverage in the July/August 
2007 issue of Architecture Minnesota), were done 
this way. If, on the other hand, drawings or plans 
already exist, Ohm will trace the plans on tracing 
paper and then xerox the sketch onto watercolor 
paper, at any size he needs. He uses a broad-wash 
wet-on-wet technique when applying the watercolor 
paint. After the paper has completely dried, he 

goes back with water-soluble Indian ink and makes 
certain lines bolder. It takes Ohm about a day to do 
one rendering in this informal style. Upon completion, 
the illustration is scanned and sent to the architect 
for review. 


"Jerry is the classic artiste," observes ESC principal 
David Graham, AIA. "His use of watercolors and 
hand drawings brings a sense of nostalgia to his 
work." As for his future plans, Ohm says that art 
will continue to be a major part of his life, even 
into retirement (still a long way off). "I'm looking 
forward to sketching and painting for fun, perhaps 
taking my work in a little different direction," he says. 
"That might involve using subtler tone qualities that 
are more moody and atmospheric.”

On land, we had maps to help us 
make sense of the crisscrossing Byzantine roads, donkey paths, and 
goat trails, but nothing prepared us for the unsettlingly rich vistas of 
simple white boxes stacked casually upon the rugged terrain.

Green Glossary 


The carbon footprint is the amount of carbon 
put into the atmosphere by a product from 
material extraction through end of life. 


Energy load is the combined electric and 
heating energy needed to run a building 


Renewable energy refers to energy resources 
that are naturally replenishing, such as 
geothermal, solar, and wind. 


Off grid describes autonomous homes that 
are not hooked up to a utility company. 


A green roof-a rooftop with a shallow layer 
of soil and vegetation over a waterproof 
membrane-reduces a building's heating 
and cooling needs and stormwater runoff. 


Photovoltaic panels are assemblies, « 
often placed on roofs, that convert sunlight 
into electricity. 


Greenhouse gases include carbon dioxide and 
other heat-trappine pollutants that collect 
in the atmosphere, causing global warming. 


Insulated concrete forms (ICFs) are hollow 
polystyrene blocks that are fitted together, 
reinforced with rebar, and filled in with concrete. 


Structural insulated panels (SIPs), used for roof, 
wall, and floor structure, are made of solid foam 
insulation sandwiched between sheets 

of oriented strand board. 


A Deeper Shade of Green 


Every revolution has its forerunners and early adapters; sustainable residential design is no exception. 
The four houses profiled on the following pages are among a handful of projects in the state making 
a brave foray into the future of housing. Varying in scale and approach, they suggest that the coming 
revolution in sustainable home design and construction in Minnesota has gained a foothold. 


From the ground up-and in the spotlight-the Hammond residence (page 42) reimagines the suburban 
home as both modern and sustainable, with a consideration of material origins and the project's overall 
carbon footprint. Away from the limelight, the E2 City Homes (page 34) quietly earned one of Minnesota's 
first LEED for Homes Gold ratings for taking a green approach to an urban-townhouse infill project. The 
remodel and expansion of the EcoDEEP Haus (page 38) doubles the size and halves the energy load. On-site 
renewable-energy generation could lead to this project going off grid. Last, the soon-to-be-constructed 
MiNN Ha house (page 46) will capitalize on its urban location, proximity to LRT, and views of Minnehaha 
Creek. Facing a tight site and budget, the architects are focusing on cost-effective green material solutions. 


The thread running through all four projects is an understanding that the cornerstone of any green home 
is energy efficiency. The quiet stepsister to the flashier green roof or photovoltaic array, energy efficiency 
has lasting impact on homeowner economics and will curb a home's contribution to global greenhouse 
gas emissions in perpetuity. Innovative approaches taken by these projects include the use of insulated 
concrete forms (ICFs) in the E2 Homes and structural insulated panels (SIPs) in the Hammond residence. 


The four projects draw on the resources of a growing number of architects and consultants in Minnesota 
with expertise in sustainability. They also leverage the collective knowledge of green-building programs 
(LEED, Minnesota GreenStar) whose ultimate goal is to create a sustainable model for the built environment. 
These programs recognize that applying sustainable methods to a// home construction and remodeling 

is the only way to ensure the ecological health of the planet. 


Green building is a burgeoning market-wide phenomenon that is reaching all sectors of housing, from 
high-end to affordable/workforce. Architects, builders, and clients are taking a new holistic approach 

to design and construction and recognizing the need for a strong integrated team. While these four projects 
set out to build in an eco-friendly manner, they are first and foremost homes, and the result is a collection 
of thouehtful, light-filled dwellings with a bonus: They are also healthy, durable, comfortable, energy- 
efficient, and planet-preserving.

THE E2 CITY HOMES IN SOUTH MINNEAPOLIS OFFER AFFORDABLE GREEN LIVING THANKS 
TO COMMITTED DEVELOPERS, EXPERIENCED ARCHITECTS, AND ASSISTANCE FROM THE 


COUNTY AND NEIGHBORHOOD

Housing that is both environmentally sophisticated 
and affordable is hard to come by. The E2 City 
Homes in south Minneapolis are both. Developers 
Tom Menke and Nathan Smith of the Urban Project 
pulled off a minor coup: They built four units of 
housing with geothermal heat, super-tight exterior 
construction, and high indoor air quality for selling 
prices ranging from $250,000 to $280,000. The flat- 
roofed, open-plan design by Minneapolis architects 
LHB makes green look hip. 


Hardly an urban asset, the vacant double lot on 
First Avenue South near 35th Street was a tax- 
forfeited property where an old apartment building 
had burned down and bad fill had been brought in. 
Hennepin County, the City of Minneapolis, and the 
Lyndale Neighborhood Development Association 
were eager to see it redeveloped and chose first- 
time developers Menke and Smith, who had done 
smaller projects. 
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LHB, experts in environmental and multi-housing 
design, created a simple, efficient plan with one 
big room and a kitchen on the first floor and two 
bedrooms and two baths on the second floor. 
Each has a wider section, to avoid a train-car 
feel. Even the two inside units are light and open, 
thanks to large windows at front and back and 
nine-foot ceilings. 


Ranging in size from 1,500 to 1,600 square feet, 
the units differ from one another inside and out, 
but all share rigorous green standards that have 
earned the project a LEED for Homes Gold rating. 
(LEED, a national rating system, stands for 
Leadership in Energy and Environmental Design.) 
The exterior walls, for instance, are energy-efficient 
insulated concrete forms (ICFs), which sandwich 
concrete and rebar inside Styrofoam panels. “It’s

trusses,” Menke explains. The extra-thick walls also 
provide excellent sound insulation and create deep 
windowsills, an aesthetic plus. Soybean-based 
insulation is used for the roof. 


"We learned that the envelope is the most 
important piece of green building,” Menke says. 
The tight building envelope, in turn, required 
upgraded ventilation, which was desiened 
to LEED standards for air exchange. 


Each unit has its own geothermal system, which 
slashes heating and cooling costs and also tempers 
domestic hot water before use. LHB principal-in- 
charge Kim Bretheim, AIA, says heating and cooling 
costs could top out at $200 a year. "It maintains 
the affordability over time,” he says. 


The list of ereen features eoes on: lumber 

from renewable forests, engineered wood floors, 
formaldehyde-free cabinets, low-VOC paints, 
high-efficiency appliances and plumbing fixtures, 
dual-flush toilets, and concrete kitchen counters. 


The Appeal 

Outside, curved brick walkways outline rain 
gardens of wildflowers. The setback matches 
that of the neighboring wood-frame houses, 
while the materials—stucco, Hardie Board Siding, 
and metal panels—are different from the houses, 
notes Bretheim, "but not too different." The 
facade design—a simple play on a theme with 
variation—lends individuality while maintaining 
a sense of the whole. At the back, stamped

concrete patios and green space give each resident 
her own space. Three of the four units have been 
sold, and the homeowners are thrilled. 


Alyssa Ford, an editor at Midwest Home magazine, 
was scoping out the project for the magazine 

last summer. "It was this super-cool ereen home 
that was affordable for someone who's a lower- 
level magazine editor,” she explains. She and 
husband Chris Shields moved in last September. 


“Our favorite thing is the geothermal,” she 


continues. “The house always feels warm— 

a marked difference from our 600-square-foot 
brownstone apartment in St. Paul. We didn’t 
even turn on the heat till mid-December.” 


Curiosity drew Kristen Pike and her boyfriend 
Carlos Preze to look at the E2 Homes. The style 
cinched the deal. “We wanted something modern 
and affordable in south Minneapolis. Our realtor 
said we wouldn't find anything,” she says. "The 
layout is great. The utility bill is awesome.” 


Is such a project replicable? Urban Project partner 
Menke thinks so but offers cautions. Sustainable 


products and materials are often more expensive. 
Labor bids can come in higher because the 
techniques are unknown and subcontractors 
want to cover the risks. Payback periods for 
expensive systems such as geothermal heating 
are a few years and the benefit doesn't go to 

the developer. 


The Lyndale Neighborhood Association 
supported the E2 project by providing $40,000 
in Neighborhood Revitalization funds. Hennepin 
County discounted the land costs and reimbursed 
the developers for atypical remediation costs, 
which were more than $200,000 because of 
the bad soil. Menke says the developers took 

a reduced profit. Total costs per square foot 
were about $140. “If you were just a developer, 
it wouldn't work,” Menke concludes. “We had 

to be the general contractors too.” 


From the residents’ perspective, says Alyssa 
Ford, "You're living what you believe. We're going 
to frame our LEED-Gold certificate and hang it 

in a prominent place.” AMN 
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Husband-and-wife architects Kevin Flynn and 
Roxanne Nelson design a home renovation/expansion 
for their family that will model a host of sustainable- 
design strategies for clients and readers of their blog

To demonstrate how sustainable design 
strategies can be applied to existing 
homes, Flynn and Nelson purchased 

a house that needed improvements 
and that could be altered and expanded 
with minimal waste. In addition 

to retaining most of the existing 
house’s structure and foundation, 

they salvaged and reused everything 
from appliances and equipment to 
wood flooring and piping. Then they 
sold or donated salvaged items they 
couldn’t incorporate into their design. 


“I've always been an eco-geek,” says Kevin Flynn, 
AIA, founder of EcoDEEP a St. Paul-based 
architecture firm specializing in sustainable 
design. “| grew up in a family that respected 
the environment, so architecture has always 
been related to this for me.” Although Flynn 
learned about renewable-energy technologies 
while studying architecture, it wasn't until he 
became a senior designer at Hammel, Green 
and Abrahamson (HGA) in the late 1990s 

that he had the chance to more broadly apply 
sustainable principles to various building types. 
He also "guessed LEED would become a big 
deal," so he studied, took the test, and became 
the first LEED-accredited professional architect 
in Minnesota. 


In 2004, Flynn left HGA and founded 
EcoDEEP to focus "completely and acutely" 
on sustainable design. "Sustainability has 
been my driving passion, and | needed to 
fully commit to it,” he says. And since his 
wife, architect Roxanne Nelson, AIA, shared 
these sentiments, the two decided to bring 
sustainability home, literally, by converting a 
small 1940s Cape Cod they bought in St. Paul's 
Highland Park neighborhood into EcoDEEP 
Haus-a highly visible demonstration project 
for sustainable-design strategies, a residence 
for their family of six, and offices for 
EcoDEEP. The home is also a pilot project 

for the Minnesota GreenStar Program 

(see www.mngreenstar.org for more on 

this green residential rating system). 


It took Flynn and Nelson a year to find a lot 
with proper wind and solar exposure, enough 
area to accommodate expansion, and proximity 
to public transportation, parks, and other 
amenities. The wait was worthwhile. "We want 
to show how green design can be accomplished 
within an existing home,” Flynn says. “We 

have the same time and budget limitations 

as do many of our clients. Now they ll be able 
to see and touch the products and equipment 
we discuss before committing to them." 


Doing More with Less 


Flynn and Nelson's aspiration to create an 
"unadorned, clean, and modern home" (Flynn's 
words) marries a minimalist aesthetic with 
their personal values. They believe that truly 
sustainable design "does more with less." To 
achieve this ideal, they first focused on reducing 
EcoDEEP Haus’ energy load and ecological 
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footprint. Then they custom designed solar 
and wind systems to harness and employ these 
natural forces. 


EcoDEEP Haus' highly efficient thermal 

envelope features closed-cell foam insulation 
and triple-glazed windows. To maximize 
performance, Flynn collaborated with InLine 
Fiberglass Windows to finalize the glazing 
characteristics of each window based on location, 
orientation, and the amount of shade present. 
Flynn and Nelson also minimized the volume of 
interior space that will need to be heated, cooled, 
ventilated, and illuminated by designing rooms 
that are “just big enough,” can be shared, and 
can serve multiple functions. They selected 
energy-efficient appliances and equipment 

as well as compact fluorescent and LED light 
fixtures to further reduce electrical demand. 


Preliminary calculations indicate that the 
3,000-square-foot EcoDEEP Haus will have 
an energy load less than half of that required 
by the existing 1,690-square-foot house. 
That's a staggering energy savings. 


Harnessing Nature's Power 


Next, Flynn and Nelson shifted their attention 

to integrating a hybrid wind/photovoltaic system 
and a solar hot water system into their design. 
Flynn points out that combining wind and solar 
power generation makes good sense because 
wind can be present on overcast days or at night 
when there is little or no sun. While they have 
been able to find quiet, small-scale, vertical- 

axis wind turbines, they haven't yet found any 
that can be connected to both the grid and the 
photovoltaic inverter. While ECoDEEP Haus won't 
be able to go "off grid” immediately, its wind 

and solar systems could be expanded in the 
future to achieve this eoal. 


Flynn estimates that approximately seven 
percent of EcoDEEP Haus’ construction costs 
can be attributed to green features, such as 

the renewable-energy systems, better insulation 
and windows, and other items that go beyond 
basic residential code requirements. "This is 
about the same amount as sales tax,” he notes. 
"And at least half of these costs are tied to the 
renewable-energy systems. The rest we would 
have spent anyway out of concern for quality."

Drive to the end of Arlington Avenue in Maplewood and you'll see something different. 
Just beyond the asphalt-shingled roofs, vinyl siding, and two-story entrance colonnades 
of a herd of builder homes is a raw rectangle. It's the Hammond residence, and it's 
become a bit of a tourist attraction, both physically and digitally. That's because the 
home, aside from being unusual and packed with sustainable features, is the subject 

of a Star Tribune blog (ww3.startribune.com/blogs/hewhouse) written by one of the 
homeowners, Jason Hammond. 


The entertaining journal was launched in March 2007 and traces Jason's and wife Stacy 
Bormett's homebuilding adventure from initial meetings with architect Michael Huber, 
AIA, to near completion. There are now hundreds of entries and an average of about 

10 community responses per post (and, anecdotally, a thousand or so hits per week). 

If you want to learn about the travails of building inspections, finding the perfect not-

off-the-shelf windows, or how to install glass flooring into a stair landing with two little kids in tow, 
Jason's blog is a must-read. But Stacy best sums up the purpose of putting their house (warts and all) 
on display: "There's a perception that modern design is expensive, that you need a lot of money to 

do it. We're not ba-zillionaires, and we're doing it." 


And the home is unabashedly modern, or, as Jason likes to call it, "modest modern." That means that 
the couple, the architect, and the builder (Benedict & Associates) used materials that are readily 
available and cost-effective while still aesthetically appealing (both Jason and Stacy are graphic 
designers). Bathroom countertops, for example, are off-the-shelf recycled polyethylene sheets 

(milk jug material) layered together and cut to size. Baseboard trim throughout the house is standard 
plywood ripped into strips. Much of the flooring is big squares of birch plywood polished, sealed, 

and nailed to the subfloor. The bar in the kitchen is a piece of timber salvaged by a local company 
from a Seattle-area Boeing hangar. And, most important, the structure of the house is quite often left 
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unadorned. Rough, structural insulated concrete used for the kitchen walls has the look of, well, 
rough concrete walls. "If you use standard things in nonstandard ways,” says Huber, "you can save 
a lot of money.” 


In such an approach, early collaboration is critical, as is a fully engaged owner. Huber actually got the 
project through the builder, Corey Benedict, whom Jason and Stacy selected because of his experience 
in green homebuilding. Benedict had previously worked with Huber and recommended him. Happily, 
the architect and clients made an immediate design connection. “| didn't need to present two or three 
options," remembers Huber. "It was more us working together to find the option." And Jason and Stacy 
were willing to surf the Web and email or call suppliers and manufacturers to get what they wanted. 
Their tour de force is the fireplace surround, for which Jason procured several leftover metal mesh 
panels from the Walker Art Center exterior.

To do something truly green you need to leave the environment 
better than you found it (e.g., by planting a tree). 


2. Modern doesn't mean expensive. Although most modern homes seem 
to be for people in higher tax brackets, that doesn't have to be the case. 
If you're willing to open your mind to the possibilities and look for deals online, 
there are ways to build a super-cool modern home on what | call a “modest 
modern" budget. 


3. Architects are people, too. Contrary to popular belief, architects are not all 
egomaniacs with only their own self-interest in mind. Do a little research and 
find the right architect for you. It'll be the start of a rewarding collaborative 
relationship that delivers some amazing results.

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John Liden erew up in the middle of the 20th 
century in an early-20th-century house adjacent 
to Minnehaha Creek in Minneapolis. Now, years 
later, both of John's parents have passed on, John 
is married, and he is again living in that house— 
but not for long. No, John's not moving, he's just 
getting new digs on the same property. John and 
his wife Mila are working with Eric Odor, AIA, and 
Courtney Kruntorad at SALA Architects to create a 
sustainable 21st-century city home, one that turns 
the traditional residence upside-down. "We've got 
great views here of the creek,” explains John Liden, 
"and the best way to take advantage of that is to 
have the living spaces on the second floor. 


The floor plan for the new, so-called MINN HA 
house is quite simple. A eround-floor foyer leads 
upstairs to a many-windowed combination living 
room/dining room/kitchen at the front of the 
house, which looks out over a quiet residential 
street to the creek. A second-story deck hangs 
from the side of this room, offering those great 
views the Lidens love. A narrow hallway leads back 
(and steps slightly up) to the more private living 
quarters: bedroom, bathroom, and workspace. 

A two-car garage sits directly beneath the living 
spaces, and two guest bedrooms complete 

the ground floor next to the foyer. 


All of this fits in a package only 24 feet wide 

by 52 feet deep. "It's a well-crafted box," says 
Eric Odor, “like a piece of furniture.” Why these 
dimensions? The lot measures just 90 feet deep, 
and the project was shackled with a 35-foot front 
setback required to match adjacent homes. 

And there is no alley, so the driveway must skirt 
the house on the south side to access the garage. 


But Odor loves the design challenge. "| enjoy the 
constraints of an urban environment" he says, 
"and this one was especially interesting." That urban 
environment is perhaps the primary contributor 

to the MINN HA house's ereen-ness. The property 
is blocks from the Hiawatha light-rail line, adjacent 
to the Minneapolis Grand Round trail system, 

and walking distance from commercial nodes 
across Hiawatha and within the neighborhood. 
John actually rides his bike to work in St. Paul 
almost every day. 


In addition, the home is likely to use advanced 
framing methods, which save wood by placing 
studs at 24 inches on center rather than the 
traditional 16 inches. The Lidens have also chosen 
bamboo floors, but they may switch to local maple 
to reduce transportation costs. Lumber is specified 
to be exclusively Forest Stewardship Council-

certified, trim will likely be of recycled materials, 
and the granite countertops will be local. Wide roof 
overhangs will reduce solar gain, and the home's oe 
narrow profile and ample windows will allow for "vide 
natural cooling through cross-ventilation. Rain 
catchment cisterns are planned, and permeable 
asphalt is being considered for the driveway. cistern 
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The urban proximities and material choices will 
help the home achieve LEED certification and/or 
Minnesota GreenStar (www.mgreenstar.org) 
recognition as SALA and the Lidens continue 
to pursue them. Ultimately, says John Liden, 
"were excited about the fact that we're building 
this with a green intent." Recognition for their 
efforts, he says, means less. Liden is most 
appreciative of SALA's understanding of the site. 
"Eric [Odor] has been out here numerous times," 
he adds. "The home is custom designed for this 
property. It's something we couldn't get from 
a mass builder."

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The combination kitchen/dining room/living room 
will hide a variety of kitchen gadgetry within custom 
cabinets made of local woods. This main room, 
which stretches the entire width of the home, can be 
cooled by natural cross breezes. 
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“Where do you live?" 


When asked this question, we typically identify 
ourselves not with a specific street address but 
with a city or neighborhood: "I'm from Rochester, 
Minnesota," or “I live in Duluth's East Hillside 
neighborhood." That's because the place we call 
home extends beyond our front door to include 
the café and the grocery store down the street, 
the school several blocks away, and the dog park 
we hike to in summer and drive to in winter. 
Home is the area in which we spend most of our 
time when we're not at work. Some of us are even 
fortunate enough to work where we live. 
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It makes perfect sense, then, that we should apply 
sustainable planning, design, and construction not 
just to individual houses and buildings but also 

on the scale of a neighborhood. And that's exactly 
what the US Green Building Council (USGBC), 
the organization that developed the LEED rating 
system for green buildings, aims to do with their 
new LEED for Neighborhood Development 
(LEED-ND) program. Two urban developments 

in Minnesota—the highly successful Excelsior 

& Grand project in St. Louis Park and the soon- 
to-be-constructed Library Green development in 
Moorhead—are participating in the pilot program. 


The award-winning Excelsior & Grand project 

in St. Louis Park, designed by Elness Swenson 
Graham Architects, is a natural for the LEED-ND 
pilot program. The pedestrian-friendly development 
combines housing, retail, and a 1.7-acre green space 
that links to a regional bike-path system. 
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"The LEED for Neighborhood Development pilot 
program is the next generation of green-building 
thinking,” says USGBC president and CEO Rick 
Fedrizzi. "By applying what we've learned about 
individual green buildings to entire neighborhoods, 
we're linking urban planning and environmentally 
friendly design and construction in a whole new, 
beneficial, and healthy way." Even author Daniel 
Brook, who has criticized the LEED rating system 
for how it awards points, is enthusiastic about 
LEED-ND. "Rather than looking at green building 
as a personal virtue, the neighborhood program 
encourages planners and builders to make more 
integrated, systematic changes in the way we 
live," he wrote in a December 2007 article for 
the online magazine Slate. 


How does the neighborhood initiative differ 

from other LEED programs? LEED rating systems 
for individual buildings—schools, retail, and 
healthcare, for example—offer credits (or points) 
in five common categories: Sustainable Sites, 
Water Efficiency, Energy & Atmosphere, Materials 
& Resources, and Indoor Environmental Quality. 
The three credit categories for LEED-ND, on the 
other hand, were shaped by the USGBC and two 
collaborating partner organizations—the Congress 


for the New Urbanism and the Natural Resources 
Defense Council (see sidebar on page 53)— 
to reflect each of the partners' missions. 


Smart Location & Linkage addresses 
environmental health issues specific to the 
physical site. Development of "inappropriate 
sites"—those that contribute to urban sprawl 
and those that infringe on sensitive habitats— 
is discouraged. The redevelopment of 
brownfields to productive use and creating 
proximity of housing, employment, and 
schools are rewarded. 


Neighborhood Pattern & Design addresses 
both physical and social issues with the 
available credits. Diversity of housing types, 
neighborhood walkability, access to parks 
and open spaces, and even availability of local 
foods are encouraged. Proximity to public 
transit is rewarded in this category. 


Green Construction & Technology is a 
condensed version of other LEED programs 
addressing individual buildings. Energy and 
water-saving technologies are rewarded, as 
are material selections that use resources well 
and provide a healthy indoor environment. 


Walkability and proximity to transit are key components of sustainable neighborhood development: 
1: The Cap at Union Station, Columbus, Ohio; 2: Chatham Square, Alexandria, Virginia; 3 and 4: Portland Public Market, 
Portland, Maine; 5: Twinbrook Commons Transit Station, Rockville, Maryland.

Are home shows on HGTV and other networks in need of 
a reality check? Residential architects in Minnesota credit 


the programs with lighting a brushfire of interest in residen- 
tial design, but they also caution their clients that house 
projects often require more time and expenses than what 
short, easy-to-digest TV segments have led them to believe.

Great Expectations 


But more and more architectural clients are 

watching design programming. A single channel, 

HGTV, alone has more than 80 shows devoted 

solely to house and home, from Desperate 

Spaces to Creative Juice to Property Virgins. 

In turn, these clients are coming to their 

architects with unrealistic expectations for 

their design projects. Their common refrain: 
“But we saw it on TV!” 


Jackie Millea, Assoc. AIA, president of Shelter 
Architecture, is one designer who’s aggrieved. 
“Our clients are arriving at meetings with ideas 
they've seen on TV,” she says, “which they think 
will be a ‘magic bullet’ or an instant fix to some 
design issue that has come up.” Case in point: 
A small kitchen in which Millea was attempting 
to fit a lot of components. “The client was 
watching HGTV, saw a corner stove, and 
thought, "That's perfect for my kitchen,’ not 
realizing that a corner stove takes up almost 
all of the storage room around it,” Millea 
explains. “It took a long time to work 
through that with the client." 


Also unrealistic are the quick timelines and 

low costs many of the home-design shows 
portray. ^On TV, you're a hero if you can kick 

it out fast, it didn't cost very much, and the 
shows can say, ‘Ta-da! What an amazing change,” 
says Mark Larson, AIA, who heads Rehkamp 
Larson Architects with partner Jean Rehkamp 
Larson, AIA. “Usually there's a catch. Like, they 
didn't include the cost of labor. Or they had 

a crew swarm the site for a weekend to make

Designing and Deciding 


Flynn says that he and Nelson approached 

the design process for EcoDEEP Haus "just 

like any normal architectural project.” They 
sketched ideas, talked and argued about them, 
and ultimately reached a consensus about 
what was best for their new home. Still, there 
have been a few times when they felt it would 
have been easier to make a decision for clients 


than for themselves. 


“If you think the soliloquy about sinks on our 


blog [see sidebar on page 41] is interesting," Flynn 
says, laughing, "you should have been here when 
we were choosing toilets. We were impressed by 
a low-flow water-conservation toilet that could 
flush a four-inch ball with no problems. After 
looking at a full range of options, though, we 
chose Toto toilets for all the bathrooms because 
their other performance capabilities were about 
the same and we liked the look of the Toto 
models best."

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But Jason's leading concern is the home's 

carbon footprint. "You could build this house 

as a colonial and still have it be green," he says. 
The couple initially had some ambitious ideas 

for the home—a green roof, geothermal heating— 
but they discovered, with Huber's help, that it 
would be better to reduce energy needs with 

a tight building envelope. That's why there's no 
bamboo, which has to come all the way from 
Asia; why the whole structure is comprised of 
insulated poured-in-place concrete and structural 
insulated panels (SIPs), which reduce the need 
for wood and additional insulation; and why the 
couple searched far and wide for (and splurged 
on) large windows that could maintain a tight 
climate-control envelope while opening the house 
to the outside, in true modern style. 


You can read about most of this online, of course. 
What's still to be learned is the total cost of the 
house—whether the homeowners were in fact 
able to prove the viability of "modest modern." 
Huber says the Hammond residence will end 

up costing less than many of those builder 
homes down the street. If that's true, then this 
home really is something different. AMN

But-there had to be a but to this feel-good 
story—the MiNN HA house is not yet built. Odor 
admits to a tight budget, and he and designer 
Courtney Kruntorad are working feverishly to 
find cost-effective green options. Thankfully, 
Odor reports, "We're finding so far that there 
aren't great [cost] penalties for green solutions. 
Sometimes you just have to do a little more 
research and get more creative in your approach." 
The Lidens are hoping to begin construction this 
spring, but the actual timeline is still unknown. 


And the old house, John's childhood home? SALA 
had initially looked at renovating it, but the layout 
was so far from what the Lidens wanted that the 
idea was abandoned early in the process. Odor will 
help the Lidens either find a buyer to relocate it, 
or find a dismantling firm to recycle it. 


It's strikingly appropriate that the Lidens and 
SALA would strive for sustainability on this 
particular site. The view is of a wide, natural 
spot in Minnehaha Creek with the light-rail train 
regularly passing in the background. Green just 
seems automatic here. AMN

Meanwhile, in St. Louis Park, the multi-phase, 
mixed-use Excelsior & Grand development 

(17.5 acres) is quickly becoming a model project 
for LEED-ND nationwide. Designed by Elness 
Swenson Graham (ESG) Architects, it contains 
655 housing units, 89,000 square feet of retail, 
and a 1.7-acre town green that links to a regional 
bike-path system. The final phase of this bustling 
development—87 percent of the condominiums 
are sold, and the retail is fully leased—was 
completed in 2007, at the same time as the 
launch of the LEED-ND pilot phase. 


Although it was not developed with LEED-ND 

in mind, this first-ring suburban development 

has achieved many of the rating system's criteria 
by virtue of sound urban planning. "Excelsior 

& Grand is a great example of how building 
higher-density compact neighborhoods can lessen 
our environmental footprint," says ESG designer 
Raymond Dehn, Assoc. AIA. "One of the goals of 
the development was to get residents and visitors 
out of their cars and walking the neighborhood the

way people did in the pre-automobile-dominated 
era. This is accomplished mainly through the 
project's location and the close proximity of 
shopping, eating, and recreation. Lessening our 
dependence on the automobile is one way we can 
positively affect how we impact our environment." 
Excelsior & Grand is seeking credits mainly in 

the Smart Location & Linkage and Neighborhood 
Pattern & Design categories. 


Looking Ahead 


As a rating system for neighborhood location 
and design based on the combined principles 
of smart growth, New Urbanism, and green 
building, LEED-ND provides developers and 
planning officials with a new tool with which 

to work through the local project planning and 
approval process. Over the next 16 to 18 months, 
the USGBC will assess Library Green, Excelsior 
& Grand, and 236 other pilot projects (see 
sidebar on page 51 for summary information 

on the pilot projects). It will use the pilot phase, 
part of the rollout of each new LEED rating 
system, to test-drive guidelines, streamline 
processes, revise elements that don't work, 

and arrive at a comprehensive final product. 
LEED-ND in its completed form is slated for 
delivery in late 2009. 


"The strong launch of this rating system is part 
of a potential sea change in how communities 
develop and grow,” says John Norquist, president 
and CEO of the Congress for the New Urbanism. 
"The conventional transportation and development 
practices of the past 50 years made creating 
green communities impossible—automobiles 
were needed to get everywhere. The LEED for 
Neighborhood Development system serves as 
a guideway for developing compact, walkable, 
well-connected communities with a holistic 
approach to sustainability." 


It's not by mistake that Norquist uses the term 
communities in each sentence. Communities 
determine quality of life more than do individual 
homes and workplaces, and it's in the planning 
of sustainable new communities that green- 
minded city officials, developers, architects, 
and engineers can most improve people's lives. 
LEED for Neighborhood Development may turn 
out to be an invaluable tool in this quest. AMN

On other trips you may be viewed as the expert, 
and you find yourself driving the bus. In this case, 
you've probably been given a map by your client, 
who may have been too busy to take the trip. 

(If you don't have a map or at least a compass, 
there is cause for concern.) As you turn to point 
out a few sights along the way, hopefully you'll 
remember how confusing things can be for 
everyone at the back of the bus. You may even 
find it useful to encourage someone else to drive 
now and then. 


Occasionally you get to ride shotgun with the client, 
a most desirable place for the architect to sit. This 
allows for a direct conversation over a period of 
time, a good view of the scenery, and time for ideas 
to emerge. Small personal stories and subtle cues 
can influence architecture, indirectly connecting 
your work to context and culture. And having 

the clients at the wheel elevates their role in the 
creative process and increases the likelihood that 
your work will be useful. 


As projects happen faster, the time necessary 

to fully develop an idea isn't always there, and 
understanding your client can avoid a number 

of wrong turns. | get inspired by feedback from 
colleagues and clients, hoping they will tolerate 
the nature of the creative process, make gentle 
Course corrections, and endure honest mistakes. 
As architects we should remember that if we talk 
too much we'll probably be sent back a few seats, 
at least for a while. 


Buildings can last a long time, and the connection 
between ambition and architecture leaves a legacy 
that is both personal and public. Clients recognize 
this connection. One of my firm's longtime clients, 
who first inherited us from a public selection 
process, began our relationship on functional 
terms. But with more dialogue he began to see 
more clearly that architecture could tangibly 
express his own abstract ideas. As both a critic 
and a supporter, he inspired me to move beyond 
first ideas and has made rich contributions to 
every project. The best work benefits from a two- 
way conversation that focuses both a designer's 
inspiration and a client's aspiration. 


The vast majority of Minnesota architects 

would agree that the client brings a ready-made 
connection to context and culture, and all would 
affirm that the best architect-client creative 
expeditions are enjoyable as well as rewarding, 
revealing insight from past travels and setting 
the stage for lifelong relationships after the trip 
is over. AMN

During a segment on Home Time, a PBS 
program, Jean Rehkamp Larson presented two 
idea sketches for a home, one of which was built. 
On HGTV's Before & After, which profiles 
major home-remodeling projects from start to 
finish, the taping included interviews with the 
homeowner, the architects' presentations, and 
the project's construction. *This show actually 
showed what architects do;" Larson says. 


For a Homes Across America segment, a crew 
from HGTV shot a completed cabin by the firm 
and interviewed the architects. “The exposure 
was great,” Larson says. “We often say that if 
we get a project it's because the client heard 

of us or saw us in three places." For Rehkamp 
Larson Architects, those places can be a yard 
sign, a speaking engagement, an article or 
advertisement in a magazine, or a segment 

on HGTV. 


Television, Larson adds, has become “one 

of the public venues, in a marketing sense, 

that we pursue in explaining what we do for 

clients.” And Larson doesn’t feel he’s ever been 

misrepresented on TV. “Generally, our tapings 

have gone well and the finished product looked 

good, so we came out unscathed,” he says. 
“Though when the segment comes together it’s 

often a transformation of what we felt was really 

happening at the time.” 


Why would the architects be surprised by the 
finished product? Consider that almost an 

hour of interviews might be taped for what’s 
ultimately a few seconds in a five-minute 
segment. No one can predict how editing will 
shape the presentation. “I’ve never felt there was 
anything edited into a segment that was untrue,” 
notes Mulfinger, “but obviously, in the case of the 
Ludlow project, they edited in that whole notion 
of who owned it.” 


To improve their chances for on-air success, 
says Mulfinger, architects need to be friendly, 
accessible, and to the point.“You have to be 
pithy,” he advises. “You have to give them good 
lines they'll jump on. You can’t get carried away 
about your architecture, or be too scholarly 

or jargony. And architects need to be realistic 
about what these shows are really after. A 
program like Amazing Vacation Homes, 
Mulfinger says, "couldn't care less whether
